Yeetorday wo mi\do Bomo remftrks 
showing tho necoBsity of iramodiate 
and ursparing rotronohiuoat in every 
dopurtraent ot Ibo Govornmout with 
tho object of proventiDg the ultor 
demoralization that must olherwiso 
ensue. At the time we penned tbpso 
trords llltlo 'did wo imagine that in 
place of abating ' the ontia/ the 
Executive was ht the Dioment inoreaB- 
ing it by giving .Mr. Birch leave of 
absence, with ha1f«pdy^ and rotaining 
Mr Young. Why Mr Biroh Bhould 
have leave of abBenoe at all^ 
would bo difHcuIt to Bhow, exi, 
oeptiog upon the supposition that 
he intended rctarning to this' Colony 
after having asod bis holiday land hie 
notorious prejadioos . to tlio injury of 
Vancouyer 'lalaod and .'white <vashed 
to Her:^'Mftjesty'8 jGroyornment tho 
frightful condition, of the finanoes of 
the Colony, and the cause that has lod 
tlioroto, that cauao not- being tho 
Union of tho Coloiroa but tho proat 
diminulioii of the number ot people. 
"Whon Governor Bi'yniour iii'jivod 
from Eiighmd nnd procluiinod the 
Union ot tlio C'olonioH, it was general- 
ly undorslood, und wo helievo givoti 
out by tho Guvornmout, that Mr 
Young waH to bu (Juioninl Secretary, 
but that Mr Eii'ch would conLiuuo to 
hold ofBce for a tirao, to bring afl'airs 
into order; and more particulurly that 
ho might pro-ido over iho first Lo;;iB^ 
lativo Council und Ibero explain 
.many things that occurred during h'S 
career of AdminititraLor of the Gov- 
ornmont, which the Governor would 
not be rcEponaiblo for, — one small item 
being tho borrowing of some 6150,000 
from the Bunk of British Columbia — 
the revenue of tho year not being 
sufficient to moot the espendtture — an 
esponditure unnecossnriiy inoroiiacd 
by subsidizing opposition Btoamships 
to Weatiuinstor, &o. It was therefore 
gonorailj understood that Mr Bircti 
would go home -and Mr Young take 
his place. If such were not iho case, 
■why was Mr Young kept in cilico and 
tho Colony Baiidlod with an utiticcoa- 
eary exponso ? or wiiy did Mr Birch bo 
constantly declare his intention to go 
homo? lias anything occuirod roni 
doring an allorulion of tlio prof^rasnine 
advieublo or nocodsary ? JN'oihiiur, Wo 
may say at onco tluit tho jieoplo of 
Vancouver, and, wo biilicvo, tho pco-< 
plo of the interior al~o, most decidedly 
object to tho lolurn of Mr Biicli. Ilia 
notorioiia aniij)aUr,- to Vancouver l3> 
land, hifl Bectioual pn-ju iicos, hia eon- 
tompt of tho peo])lo and of public 
opinion, his tortuoud and blimy policy, 
cunning and decoit, a mookory of 
what is called diplomacy, bat which 
ought all to bo called by a very vul- 
gar term, show his utter unHtness to 
reconcile eztsting difforeaces or give 
satisfaction (o an' iDtelligen& people. 
"We will made every allowance for the 
friendship and aifoction between tho 
Governor and hiinsolf; fo cIoso ihv 
tie that Mr Birch, by moat, in believed 
to be the Governor. In official life, 
however, too great aiTection among 
those who ought to ho checks upon 
each othor is a great vice, and thid 
caHO is no oxcoptiou to fao rule. 'Wo 
will not oven hint tliat theiu may bo 
circumetuncoB that will not bear ex- 
amination, but it in noi-r-iblo tliut u'ldor 
nnolhor cfficer su'jh profound decep- 
tion, dissimulation .ind i^ecrcny cnukl 
not bo in-iintain.-d, niid tlio J'^xeoiilivc 
und the pu!>lic would iiou bo lo.-orn by 
the charj'^'e. We (otd that the re- 
moval of Jil.r .IJiich would cnabio tho 
Governor to exercino his own j'Jiig-. 
ment, and to stand boforo hii nuljocr.ij 
in his own peryor;, inptond of beicg as it 
wore a light reflected from ihu irre- 
gular Gurfaooof bis nubordinato ofTicorj 
and we are persaadod that the hap- 
piest day for bis Excellency would be 
the one ^ bat delivered him from the 
falae mirror that rcflools tho light, 
not only of the Governor but also of 
the people to tho Governor, so un- 
truly and 80 eadly distorted. Wo 
woald therefore ouriicstly roooinniond 
that stops Bhould be immodiatoly 
t&ken to prevent and routralizo tho 
machinations and iutrii.nien which, 
should Ihoy hucceed, will only jjjun-e 
tho Coloi)3' into Htill gieivler misery. 
Wo know, alihou,;.;h tho iii;C!in)eijt has 
not been publialied, L!:;i!, Mr Jiiicli h:i.s 
in his pocket an atidro-:) pi o; (miUmI to 
him by t\ few who adnnic hi.-; eotiiU-.inl 
efforts to advantai<o Wcmi ininsior and 
injure Victoria — which ofluiLs liavo 
contributed inuoh towaidn tliu <lopopu- ) 
lation of the cuniil.ry— jii'msiui^r the 
general touor of hiu conduct, hia ad- 
minlatrative ability, and bo forth ; and, 
ol oouMO, coucludin;r with thogioai 
desire that he should return epoodily. 
This di.oumont, falsifying as it does 
tho general fooling of tho country, 
must ond sbull not ho .lilowcd to do- 
oeivo Her Majesty's tioorolary of 
^tato for the Colonies. 



Finaucial Condiiloii oi tbe Oovern- 
mcut. 

Mkssrs Editou'b : — 'Iho inrormaiion ini« 
parted in your jcalerday's isaue with relerenco 
to the QnBDcinl condition of our Governmeut 
has brou);ht out prominently and in bold re- 
lief for tho notice and qoneidcratlon of the 
coinmuDity what hns long boon suEpeclcd ae 
unforlUDatelj its true and real coadition. 
The matter of sarprigo is, that with each a 
slate of' tblnga staring us in the face tboie 
should be 80 much npatby aud apparent 
difTerenco. But the fact ia the presont do- 
preeaioo has made U3 all so langnid and inert 
that wo eeem to have loft ecaroely onoufth 
stamina ovon to complain ; and, moreover, 
with many there lias buen chorinliod a kind 
of pleasant dolosion thrt there exists no 
necessity for any otir in tbe niottor, for ae 
dio Governmeut has boon completely talcon 
out of our bunds, and they have thought til 
to vote all aorta oi eztravagaDt sams for 
OoTernmenlal expenditure nithont, to the^ 
kaowledge of tbe commoaity, any adequate 
means of defrayiog the eame, that donbtleas 
in tho hour of need tho Goyernmcnt had 
some bidden Ronroe of wealth to fall back 
upon, whioh would bo found equal to all 
emernorioiosi, and that thus all diCScukios 
would bo easily surmounted. 

My decided conviction is that in the popu- 
lar mind Ihero is a vague iiiipresflion that 
tho chnraetor ol our GoYet-nn::Bnt is that ol 
a Crown Colony, and that if iipparontly lurpe 
snran are voted for its 8uppott— much larger, 
indeed, than we oureelvea v/ould Icel Jasliiieil 
in asaentipg to— that wo need not trouble oar- 
solves about the matter, for in the background 
there is John Bull, with his ample breeches 
pockets; that wo have a juot claim upon 
him for assistance; that the Home Govora* 
men! would be sure to make all things right, 
rtnd eomo forward when wonted to pay up 
any of our deHi;ieceie?. But 1 Piibmit there 
oaimut bo a douht but that any one lo'jkinn 
to snoh out^iido meana for BUpport will find 
they are trUMting to a brokou reed. 

One amongst many other of the unforlus 
nato phases of our present condition ia that 
it interferes with aelf-rolionco. We iecm to 
bo looking for somebody to do that for u< 
which we could and should be much belter 
able to do for oursolves. If the Home Qot- 
ernment will not bo our friend in the hoar 
of trouble, and pay our indebtedness, why «o 
must look to Confederation for relief, — that 
GovornmeDt will tako over our ob!!{;aiion8 
with their's — ttio amount is so iiisi^nilicant 
it could be so easily ub.sorbed in the genera: 
amount, and the rtpayniont of it eo spread 
over ilittt no one woiilil over feci it. V\'hQt 
a nice oaey-aoing kind of peoplo we Eoem 
getting to be! — a Eurt of morning-^owi) and 
slipper generation. And the most amusing 
part of the bnaifltss is— that is if ooo could 
find omnsemeat in snch a dilemma — that tho 
Government, oi the OoTernor, or whoever it 
is that rules over us, seem dispojed to joic in 
Ibo Roncral repose ; they Fcem to bo in no 
way ipfliiciiced by ilip wlioloFomo sentimeni 
imparted by ibe old penlleman to hia esfrav- 
af;aiit son, — that 5,000 from 2,000 and a gaol 
rcmaiiiB, — but as rather aesumicg that of

Aoything more reckless than tbo oontlnuanco 
ol the pre?nnt expensive, nay luxutionBobai- 
uetcr of Govprnmental expendilnre, with its 
fieble and impotent means of liquidation, 
it would bo irapoBsiblo to imap;ino, for what 
in truth is the position of our Ooverrment at 
this lime? Verily like that of an cmbariassed 
trader, who cannot pay fur what he bus had — 
who incurring! additional liabilities without 
any re,'\?oniiblo mrniis of payment, ond who 
ia not Irej from the charge of (giving ar.duB 
proference i:i thei payment of clainnsi There 
eanont bo a qut!.=tion, that a con(<iderahle 
amnuut of iinli'l'tedness i? being incurred in 
the sustained bopo that Government money 
will be forlhoomiog in reaBooabla time, and 
the non-fuifiiment of which may yet contend 
bitter disappoiatment. No individual, situat- 
ed as our Government seems to'ba, would he 
justified in going on as if nothing was hap- 
pening; indeed, to do so, would in due time 
expose him to the pains and penalties of the 
Cr niinal law. I contend, with ovidenoe of 
the present Glalo of lbirii^3, it is the boundeii 
duty of thig coinrnunily to call upon the 
(Jovfriimniit to know iheir intcnlions ; that 
nolloihjao, on our part, thoron;;hly po:ited 
i\<i WO ure in tlieir uufoi-lunato podition, 
would bo to rendtT ourHKlves aocnmplicos in 
all Ihu objeolionublQ tendencios of what ia 
now going on. That as a preliminary, li 
would be well for a Committee to be ap> 
pointed, with the view to action upon the 
matter, and that, doubtless, when constitutod, 
there would be found many other raatlers 
concerning the welfare of this Colony, snoh 
as its future governance, &o., whinh equally 
demand immediate considoratirui.
